whom he kill'd with moſt part of his Army, when 
he went t6' conſult the Oracle, and expiate his 
crimes of murdering his Wife and Chilaren, T he 
Pythia , the 1Y/oman-prieff of Apollo , frnamed 


him Hercules, whereas he was before called Alci-" 


des. They ſay that Euryſtheus that ſer him at 
work, was ſo jealous of Hercules, that at laſt he 


would never ſuffer him to enter into the gates of the.

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City, bat by Copreus his Herald did fignifie nnto 


him his pleaſmre. In his Travels he was kindly + 


entertained by ſeveral perſons, eſpecially by Pholus, 
who brought forth unto him his beſt Wine , and 
greateſt dainties;, but it happened, that at that 
time his houſe was beſet by the Centaurs, whons 
Hercules pat to flight , killing great numbers of 
them. AfterWaras he cleanſed the Stables of Au

Heſione from the fury of the Sea- Monſter, nmo 
which ſhe was expoſed by b:r Father, as we have 
already ſaid; but this Traytor refuſing to give to 
Hercules the recompence , that he had promiſed, 
loft both his life and Kingdom, Hercules after 


theſe exploits, puniſht Tmolus aud Telegonus , 


the Sons of Proteus, becauſe they did-inhumanely 
kill all the ftrangers, which they overcame wn 
wreſtling, and Sarpedon , the impiows Son of 


Neptune, received alſo from hint a worthy reward 


of hs former cruelties, Hercules performed ma-

Of Theſeus, 


Heſercs was the Son of «/£geus / King of 
Athens, who gave his name to the Xpgean 

Sea, He lived in the time of Hercwules, and was 
nearly related to him ; therefore he was often a 
Companion of his Adventures, anda perfe fol- 
lower of his generoſity. He took the Ciry of 
Pylms, where Nelews and his Sons lived, and 
when Penclymenis the youngeſt did change him- 
ſelf into ſeveral ſhapes, to fight with Hercnles 
with more advantage, he found a means ro ſur- 
- priſe and overcome him. After that he had e- 
ſcaped from the ſnares of his Mother-in-law 


| CMedes, who with a Cup of Poyſon intended 


ro deprive him of the ſucceflion to the King- 
The moſt partof the Princes and great Lords 
of that time were Robbers, who made their 


greatneſs conſiſt in a Tyrannical Dominion over Phalarim tore 
their miſerable SubjeRs, and over af{ thoſe that Mmnteq;flomne 


were ſo unhappy as to fall into their hands, 
Phalarts, way - of Sicily, was one of them , he 
was wont to ſhut men alive into the body of a

Firſt he march- 
ed againſt one Scirow, who took pleaſure in 
drowning ail Pafſengers in the Sea. Thus he 
puniſhed Procraſtes, becauſe he was wont to cut 
In - pieces all thoſe that came. into his © hands, 
Sometimes he did cutoff their Legs even with 
the Bed, where he did lye. 

Thus he encountred with: all the Monſters, 
that came into.the World; as with. the Bull, of 
Atarathon, that was of a. prodigious bigneſs, 
and with the. Boar ef. Calydonia that Meleager 
had undertaken, but could not overcome with- 
out the help of. Theſexs, from whenze riſeth the

The moſt famous and notable of all his ex- 


ploits, was the victory that, he; obtained'of. the | 
Ainotanre, who was half a man and half a Bull, ; 


whoſe birth we have: mentioned. in the former 
Book, ſpeaking of Paſiphae, the Wife of A45- 
os, who was the Mother of this Monſter, begot 
by a Pull on her body. And that we: may know 
bow Theſexs was engaged in this buſinels, we 
muſt underltand, that King 40s. did make

War-upon the people of Ajtica, to revenge the 
| Death of his Son Androgezes, maſſacred by them 
In. a treacherous manner, In this War be took. 


the City of J/egara,and overcame the Athenians;

Tribute every year, 4 certain number of young 
men, whom he gave to this X1inotanrmus to be 
deyoured by him. Theſes requeſted to be ſent 
amorglt the other young men, that he mighc 
deſtroy this Monſter, that had devoured already 
ſo much of the blood of his Citizens. The La- 
byrinth was the place where this 4inotanrm nas 
kept, This Edifice had been built by Dedalus 
in ſuch a manner, that there were init ſo many 


windings and turnings, that it was a difficult mat--- 


ter for one within to find the way out again, 
Theſeus wilely prevented this inconveniency , 
for he won the good liking of Ariaan the Kings 
Daughter, and ſhe- delivered: to him a Thred, 
by the affiſtance whereof he found a way our of 
the Labyrinth, after that he had killed the 2439. 
tanrr in it.” Ariadne he took with him, pro 
miſing unto her wonderful advantages in his 
Kingdom of Athens. Nevertheleſs he lef her by 
the way, in the Ifland of Naxos, to comply 
with the. deſires of the god Bacchus, who de- 
fired to have her in Marriage ; and therefore he

After this, Pirithexs King of the Zapithes, a 
people of Theſſaly , defired to ſee fo famous a 
Perſon, therefore to obtain his deſire, he began 
to ſpoil the borders of his Kingdom, to oblige 


him co come to defend himfelf;. When both met 


cogether, they were ſo much taken with the 
beautiful countenance, with the courage and ge+ 
nerous behaviour one of the other, that they 


did ſwear to be for ever Friends, and to lenda 


mutual aſſiſtance in all difficule affairs. 
Immediately after , Pirsthows being aſſiſte 

by Theſes , did puniſh ſeverely the Centaxry,;

Now theCentawrs were the firſtpeople that had

When 7domen:us one of the yalianteſt Com- 
manders of the Army was ready to be caſt away 
by ſhipwrack, he engaged himſelf in a vow to 
Neptunus, to ſacrifice unto him, the firſt thing 
that he ſhould meer with, when he ſhould enter 
into the borders of his Country, if he would 
deliver him from the preſent danger, He was ſo 
unhappy, as to ſee his own Son firſt, and when 
he went about to ſacrifice him according to his 
promiſe, he was oppoſed by the people of his 
country, who would not ſuffer ſo great an inhu- 
manity to be committed amongſt them, Some 
ſay that he did according to his wicked yow, offer 
his Son to Nept«ne, and that for this inhumanity, 
he was baniſht by his SubjeRs into 7raly.

 Inthe fiſch Chapter we did mention the vain- 
glory of Marſyas , and of AFfidas; unto theſe 
we could add many more examples to the ſame 
purpoſe; as of that Fanatick Raven that had a 
very high conceit of ber ſelf, and did continu- 
ally glory in her beauty, although ſhe was co- 
vered with the Feathers of other Birds. The 
old Aſs of Arcadia is alſo noted for its: vanity. 
It had been perſwaded by the other Aſs of the 
Country, that it did excel all the Birds of the Air 
in ſweetneſs of the voice, becauſe it had been 
long accuſtomed co Bray with ſome kind of me- 
ody. 

But it is ſufficient to haye ſhewn by theſe ex- 
amples what uſe may be made of the Fables. 


We ſhall therefofe take notice, that many noted . 
PhiloſoÞþhers of Antiquity, did labour to cover | 


the ſhame and the infamy of their Religion, by 
cauſing the ſtories of their gods, all the ations 
of their lives, and the ſtrange metamorphoſes to 

aſs for Allegories and ſymbolical repreſentations. 
Howiver theſe things were firſt invented, it is 
certain that during many hundred years they were 
publiſhed and believed for truths; therefore the 
Heathens did acknowledge nothing more un- 
doubred and faered, becauſe they had no other 
Religion, nor knowledg of their gods to honour 
them, Their Temples, their Sacrifices , and 
their Solemnities, were conſecrated co theſe kind 
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of Divinicies, as the holy Scripture, and all pro- 
fane and ſacred Auchors dF inform us, asthe Fa- 
thers of the Primitive Church of Chriſt did re- 
preſent to the Heathens, and as ſome of them, 
after their Converſion to the Faith, did openly 
confeſs. AC: > 
And let us not imagine, that theſe Fables were 
only popular errors; for che Philoſophers, learns | 
ed in = Myſteries of Nature, and acquainted 
with many diſcoveries of the true God, did ne- 
vertheleſs promote all manher of Idolatry and 
Superſtition, as S, Par informs us in His Epiſtle 
ro the Roman. For they were afraid of the 
Laws of the Country; zhbat did not ſuffer any to 
contradit them ; therefore chey did willingly 
comply with the Opiniqns and facrilegious Tales 
of the people, Eg 2s poi! 
It is trayge, that the Monarchs, and the Coms 
monwealchs; full of the wiſeft and moſt excellent 
'Polititians; bave been fo blind; as to adore the 
Stars, the Elements, and the Princes thac. reign- 
ed before them. Thus the Cha/deavs worſhip- 
ped Baa/, otherwiſe named Belus, who had 
been the firlt King of Afſria, The Hiſtory of 
Daniel doth alſo relate unto us, that the Empe- 
rour of Babyle, according to the Religion of 
his Country, did adore not only the god Zelas, 
but alſo a great Dragon which DD axie! broke in- 
Pieces, to ſhew unto him'who was the true God, 
When the Egyptians were moſt Famous for 
learning, they did conſecrate their Temples to 
the god Serapis, which was an Oxemarkedin ao 
extraordinary manner ; becauſe they did-believe 
that Oſr#, one of their ge, the Sanof FZapi- 
igts an Oxe gig 
Bls 
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his Death. From hence the 7/-aclires did derive 
their ſhameful cuſtom and inclinations of wor- 
ſhipping Golden Calves. | | 

_ Afterwards the Egyptians did adore the San, 
and named him Ofirs ; and the Moon, and call- 
ed her his Wife Queen 7ſs. They did alſo be- 
lieve, that the Cats, the Crocodils, and che 


j - Onions, were to be reverenced as gods, becauſe 


the gods went into Egyps tohide themſelyes in 
the ſhape of thoſe things during the War of the 
Giants. | - 

The Romans, by the Decrees of theirSenate; 
placed amongſt the gods many of their Cz/ars; 
beſides that infamous Varlet Antinous, the Fas 
| yourite of the Emperour Adriavy; To flatter 

and alleviate the prief of this Prince conceived 
for his death, they perſwaded him, that Az;- 
#0#s was changed into a new Star, which appear- 
ed about thattime in the Heavens. 

Therefore from hence we may conclude, that 
theſe follies and impieties were not only amongſt 
the filly Vulgar, but alſo amongſt the preateſt 
Wits, and Nobleſt men; and that they were 
eſteemed as Maxims of Religion in the moſt flou- 
riſhing Empiresand Commonwealths. This blind. 
| neſsand exceſſive folly will appear more plainly 
| unto us, by that which we ſhall declare in the 
firſt Chapters of the next Book, concerning the 
worſhip paid to the Heathen Idols.

SHE rarcft and moſt emi- X - 
nent Qualities could never 
free man from the Power 
of Death, that buries gll 
& things in eternal forget- 
: = fulneſs by the aſſiſtance. 
of Time. Therefore Images and Statues 
have been invented to continue the Dead in | 
our remembrance, and to cauſe them to live 
amongft their Poſterity, maugre Death, and 
its tyranical Power. 
| Theſe Images or Statues are viſible expreſ- X 
| fions of Reverence: And becauſe they have 
a relation ſometimes to Perſons of Honour, 
who have deſerved from us our eſteem, they 
ſeem to demand ſonie king of reſp:&; and 
in proceſs of time they do appear venefavle 
Monuments of former Ages, But the Ho- 
RT | x nOur 
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nour done unto them, is intended only to 
the Perſons which they repreſent. 

Thus in the Church, Chriſt is repreſented 
unto us by Images ro raiſe our minds to 
the contemplation of our Holy - Saviour , 
and to cauſe the ruder ſort. of People to 
learn the myſteries: of his Life and Death, 
But rhe Heathens did commit two. grievous 
Sacriledges by erecting Statues to their 
Gods, F:rſt, They did acknowledge others 
beſides the true God Almighty, who only 
is worthy of our ſervices, and of the ſu- 
preme religious reſpe&t, Second/y, They 


_ did eſteem theſe material Statues as Gods , 


and did Worthip and Adore the Works of 
their hands. 

For we muſt take notice, that Idols pro- 
perly 'are not Images of real .things , bur 
of falſe Divinities, or of ſuch as. were unjuſtly 
Honoured as Gods ; Therefore the Apoſtle 
informs us that an Idol is nothing , which 
cannot be ſaid of the Images of the Saints, 
becauſe they do expreſs Perſons that are really 
in being, 

Belides, we muſt obſerve, that the Hea- 
thens did adore theſe very Idols as Divini- 
ties, which was not only the miſtake of the 
vulgar ſort of men, but of the 'Learned , 
Some of them I confels did acknowledge the 
folly of ſuch Practices. This is confirmed un- 
ro us in many places of Holy Scripture, as In 


14 of W {demand in the Pſalms, where David 


upbraids the Idolaters becauſe they did wor- 
ſhip 
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ſhip the works of their: own hands, Gods 
that had Eycs, and al]: other members of 
humane bodies , | but neither life nor aRi- 


' on in them All the Prophets do agree to 


this, and it was in this manner that the chil- 
dren of /ſrae/ did adore the Golden-Calf 
in the Wilderneſs, and that the King of. 
Babylon, with all the Grandees of his Court 
did call upon Dane! to Worthip the Idol of 
King Belws, And for this cauſe S. Paul in his 
Epiſtles, labours to make his new Diſciples 
underſtand the extraordinary favour , which 
Chriſt had vouchſaved unto them , to have 
withdrawn them from the ſervice of mute 
and inſenlible Idols. The holy Fathers of the 
Church did often upbraid the Heathens, that 


their Gods were for the moſt part nothing 


bar Marble and Metal, which Araobizs and 
many other worthy Perſons did acknowledge 
when they embraced Chriftianity. And 
Triſm:giſius alſo, according to the ſaying of 
St. Auſtin, did really believe that Idols were 
to be wotſhiped and ſacrificed unto, that 
Men might obtain favours from them, and 
decline the Evils which might happen unto 
them. | 

We have taken notice of this paſſage, to 
oppoſe it to the DoArine of Calvi,, who 
teaches the contrary, and who publithes 
to the world, that the Romanſts do Imitate 
the Heathens by Honouring the Image 
of Jeſus Chrift ; for he ſuppoſeth that 
the Heathens did conſider Idois but as

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the naked repreſentations of their Gods , 
We might here mention the moſt Fa- 
morns Idols of Antiquity, as the Coloſſus of 
Rhodes, Diana of the Epheſians, Minerva of 
Athens; this laſt did bear in her Buckler the 
Image of the workman, formed ſo artifici- 
ally, that it was not poſſible to remove or 
detace it, without a vilible prejudice te the 
whole Piece.

diſhes of Meat that were offered, did turn

They had a Guard of 
young Soldiers called Celeres, from their ſwiftneſs, 
or Trofſul:, or Flexumines, to attend upon their 
Perſons. Their Chief Commander was named 7 
Prefetim, or Tribunu Celerum, He was next in 
place and dignity to the King. Beſides theſe, the 
Prince had 12 Men to wait upon him, called Li-

he went abroad , theſe Men were to march before 
him., and to carry the Faſces , the bundle of 
Rods, and the Hatchet , which was bound np, 
and appearing at the top of them.
